‘Burka ban

MEMBERS of the county’s Muslim 
community have criticised a cop boss 
candidate’s plan to ban the burka if she 
gets into office.

But Muslim women have reacted 
angrily and criticised the impact it 
could have on integration. 

Dunstable mum, Moriam Grillo, said: 
“In my view, to say banning the burka 
will reduce crime is to completely mis¬ 
understanding the tenets on which 
Islam is based. To ostracise a section of 
society under the intent of crime 
reduction is to insinuate that they are 
a threat to society at large. 

“It’s another bit of spin that weaves 
into the narrative of ‘them and us’ 
feeding in to established misconcep¬ 
tions rather than building unity.”

Work begins at Marsh Farm estate 

Three-year scheme hopes to ‘completely rejuvenate’ the area 



WORK to build new homes and shops at 
Marsh Farm officially begun on Friday, follow¬ 
ing a ground breaking ceremony held at the 
estate in Luton. 

The ceremony, organised by Luton Borough 
Council and contractor, Keepmoat, was 
attended by MP for Luton North, Kelvin Hopkin 
and representatives from the local council and 
steering group. 

Cllr Tom Shaw, Portfolio Holder for Housing, 
said: “This project goes a long way to meeting 
our commitment to provide more local jobs for 
local people and that means, with the help of 
Keepmoat, we will be opening up a series of 
apprenticeships at this site. 

“The major development, which is the first in 
Luton for many years, will provide brand new 
and modern residential units and retail facili¬ 
ties which will completely rejuvenate the 
area.” 

Keepmoat is working with LBC on the £25m 
project to build a total of 118 new residential 
homes for rent, create two blocks of retail 
units and carry out associated landscaping 
works at Marsh Farm. 

The scheme will be delivered in three phases 
over a three-year period. The first phase, 
which officially started on Friday, will provide 
24 apartments above a new shopping facility 
comprised of seven retail units on the former 
Purway Close site. 

Keepmoat Regional managing director, Dan 
Germann, said: “Our regional head office is 
based in Luton and as a result, we are very 
proud to be undertaking this essential work to 
help regenerate one of the town’s best known 
communities. 

“We are very excited to have officially start¬ 
ed this project and look forward to bringing it 
to life over the next three years.” 


End in sight for Huggins’ 
family’s hunt for justice

THE sister of Henry Huggins 
hopes that their fight for 
justice will take a step forward 
next week. 

The autopsy results into Mr 
Huggins death last June should 
be revealed at Ampthill 
Coroner’s Court on Wednesday 
and his sister Mary Huggins is 
looking for progress in any 
possible legal proceedings. 

Mr Huggins had been in a 
coma since he was attacked by 


Stuart Docherty in August 2013. 

Docherty has already been 
handed an extended sentence of 
17 years as a result of the attack. 

Miss Huggins said: “It’s been 
going on for eight and a half 
months and we’re still no closer 
to an answer. 

“Hopefully we’ll find some 
answers so we can look at put¬ 
ting this ordeal to bed.” 

Mr Huggins death is currently 
being looked at by the Crown 
Prosecution Service (CPS) and 
Docherty could be charged with 
murder. 


A spokesperson for Thames 
and Chiltern CPS said: “The CPS 
endeavours to bring cases as 
swiftly as it can while giving 
each case the diligent consider¬ 
ation it deserves. 

“A further review of the case is 
currently being conducted and 
a decision will be made as soon 
as possible. 

“The case is subject to a formal 
complaint; therefore, it would 
be inappropriate to comment 
further at this stage. 

“Our thoughts remain with 
Henry’s family and friends.”

Stadium backed

TWO leading councillors 
have backed proposals for 
Luton Town's new stadium 
to be located on Power 
Court. 

Deputy leader of Luton 
Borough Council, Sian 
Timoney, backed the club’s 
proposals to move to the site 
at a meeting at Kenilworth 
Road on Monday night. 

Cllr Timoney said: “At the 
meeting I personally said we 
support the plans to have the 


new stadium at Power Court, 
which council leader Hazel 
Simmons has echoed.” 

The Hatters announced 
they had selected the town 
centre site Power Court as 
the preferred location for a 
new 17,500 seat stadium, 
which would see the club 
move away from Kenilworth 
Road, their home for 110 
years. 

This followed reports earli¬ 
er in the week saying that the 
move to relocate Luton Town 
from Kenilworth Road to a 
new stadium had hit a stum¬ 


bling block due to the site not 
being earmarked for the new 
ground in the town’s local 
plan. 

Both the club and council 
were quick to quash any such 
rumours at the meeting on 
Monday. 

Cllr Timoney added: “The 
reason it’s not in the local 
plan is because that would 
start another lengthy consul¬ 
tation process. 

“Any planning application 
submitted by Luton Town for 
the Power Court site would 
not be hindered by this.” 


Anger at parks ‘takeover’ bid 


A DOCUMENT received by 
Luton on Sunday has revealed 
that Luton Borough Council 
has considered moving the 
parks service under the Active 
Luton banner. 

This comes after £500k of 
cuts to Active Luton were 
announced earlier this month 
which could see Dell Farm 
Outdoor Centre close. 

An employee of the parks 
department, who did not wish 


to be named, said: “The centre 
is much more important than 
cutting grass. Why are they 
closing centres when they’re 
considering taking over parks, 
which makes no money and 
has outgoings of £2.5m?” 

The document, which was 
circulated to all parks staff, 
mentioned that a possible 
takeover will be discussed to 
happen as early as April 2017. 

When asked about the letter, 


a council spokesman said: “In 
this difficult [economic] 
climate the council and its 
officers are having to continue 
to look into a wide range of 
options in order to maintain 
service delivery as far as 
possible while continuing to 
set balanced budgets.” 

They stressed ‘no proposals 
have been formulated or 
presented’ to them as a result 
of the letter.

A UNION has hit out at MPs 
who this week voted through 
tax credit cuts it says will 
plunge more people into 
poverty. 

On Monday the government 
waved through £lbillion 
worth of cuts to tax credits. 

Chancellor George Osborne 
announced proposals to cut 
tax credits for 3.2m people by 
£1,300 a year, which was 
passed in the House of 
Commons. 

Marie-Ange Comerford, a 
spokeswoman for the local 
UNISON branch, said: “It’s 
affecting people on lowest 
incomes the most. 

“At UNISON we have a wel¬ 
fare charity which more and 
more people are coming to 
use, especially at Luton and 
Dunstable Hospital, which I 
am involved in. 

“People can apply to use it 
for anything from essentials 
to stuff for their kids and I 
can only see the number of 
people who are using it going 
up, due to the cuts. 

“As to how it will impact all 
of us, I can inevitably see it 
causing an increase in home¬ 


lessness and food bank usage 
across Bedfordshire and the 
country as a whole.” 

Of the county’s six MPs, 
only Luton north’s Labour 
MP Kelvin Hopkins voted 
against the cuts. 

Luton south Labour MP 
Gavin Shuker did not vote on 
the issue as he was not able to 
attend on the day. 

A spokesman for Mr Shuker 
said: “Gavin was at a select 
committee visit abroad on 
Monday so was paired with a 
Tory MP who was also away 


on parliamentary business so 
that their votes would cancel 
each other out.” 

Two Conservatives, Andrew 
Selous, MP for south east 
Bedfordshire, and Richard 
Fuller, for Bedford and 
Kempston, voted in favour of 
the cuts while fellow Tories 
Alistair Burt for north east 
Bedfordshire, and Nadine 
Dorries, mid-Bedfordshire, 
didn’t vote at all. 

LoS asked all of the Tory 
MPs to comment but none 
chose to respond.

Call for county to get 
own dementia nurse

A DAUGHTER has said she is 
‘absolutely determined’ to 
secure a specialist dementia 
nurse in Bedfordshire after 
losing her mother to the 
‘horrendous’ disease. 

Ellie Boyde, 53, from 
Bedford, was shocked to 
learn Bedfordshire is the 
only county in England with¬ 
out an Admiral nurse - 
trained nurses who provide 
specialist and compassion¬ 
ate support for the whole 
family from diagnosis. 

She was inspired to take 
action and launch a parlia¬ 
mentary petition demanding 
an Admiral nurse for 
Bedfordshire after her, 
‘fiercely independent’ moth¬ 
er Dorothy Stokoe, passed 
away with dementia. Her 
father-in-law has also been 
diagnosed with the disease. 

She said: “Her death is still 
very raw. It is awful watching 
someone who was so inde¬ 
pendent lose everything they 
are and return to what is 
really a child-like state.” 

She added that it’s ‘abhor¬ 
rent’ the Government paid

doctors £55 for every patient 
they diagnosed with demen¬ 
tia as part of year-long 
scheme launched in 2014. 

Ellie said: “I’m sorry but it is 
their job to diagnose patients. 
It costs £50,000 to fund an 
Admiral nurse - if they diag¬ 
nosed two patients in 
Bedfordshire a week in that 
time the money could have 
funded a nurse. 

“A study was carried out in 
Norfolk into how much 
money their Admiral nurse 
cost and they found the nurse 
had saved the NHS £440,000 


in one year.” She added: 
“Years ago when older people 
started to have problems 
with their memory you would 
say they had lost their mar¬ 
bles. Now we know it was 
actually dementia. 

“There is a lot of focus on 
cancer research but demen¬ 
tia is becoming one of the 
biggest threats to our health. 
It won’t be long until every 
family is affected.” 

A spokeswoman for 
Dementia UK said: “We are 
committed to bringing 
Admiral nurses to 
Bedfordshire but unfortu¬ 
nately we haven’t yet been 
able to find a host organisa¬ 
tion to work with - Admiral 
nurse services are operated 
as a partnership between 
Dementia UK and a host 
organisation. 

“However, we do encourage 
families to contact our 
national helpline, Admiral 
Nursing Direct which is 
staffed by experienced 
Admiral Nurses. The helpline 
can be contacted by phone 
0800 888 6678 or email 
direct@dementiauk.org”

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Town has lowest 
job rate in county

EMPLOYMENT rates are soaring across 
Bedfordshire - but Luton has the worst 
record in the county, government data 
revealed this week. 

According to the Office for National 
Statistics, Bedford recorded the highest level 
(79.6 per cent) of employment in the East of 
England, which is also the region with the 
best percentage of working residents in the 
UK. 

Rates of employmentinCentralBedfordshire 
are hot on Bedford’s tail with 78.6 per cent but 
Luton has trailed in last in the region with 
67.8 per cent, almost level with the region 
with the lowest rate (Northern Ireland) of 67.7 
per cent. 

Our county town also clocked the highest 
percentage of residents on the doll in the 
region, although this has fallen by nine per 
cent compared to last year. 

Bedfordshire Jobcentre Plus manager Sam 
Lucas said the success of the local job market 
is partly a result of ‘partnerships with several 
smaller employers in the region - for example 
Center Parcs - which have given a real boost 
to employment in the area’. 

She added: “We do look further afield for 
Bedfordshire customers and work with 
employers in London and Milton Keynes to 
help residents find work, and will help cus¬ 
tomers with their first month of travel 
expenses to get them back on track.” 

The UK employment rate for 16-64 year-olds 
is 73.2 per cent.

Memories of 


township’s old 
boundary road 



THIS week Howard Chandler looks at how 
Stockingstone Road came by its name... 


The key to the name Stockingstone Road is 
the fact that the boundaries of Stopsley, 
Biscot and Luton intersected at the bottom of 
the road. 

Local board of health minutes in the 1870s 
refer to Stocking Bridge Lane and Stocking 
Stone Bridge. Another old name for this road 
was Clack’s Lane. 

In his book ‘Memories are Made of This’, 
published in 1983, Peter Vigor wrote that 
‘Stockingstone Road was the last outpost of 
Luton with no public transport nearer than 
Round Green. I remember it as a rutted lane 
sunk between hedgerows in which great oaks 
and beech grew. It passed through a ford or 
watersplash called Stockinbridgeford just 
before it joined the New Bedford Road’. 

Until being widened in 1922, it was known 
as Stockingstone Lane. It was proposed that 
the newly widened part of the road, between 
the Old and New Bedford Roads be called 
Wardown Road.

This week, Chancellor 
George Osborne 
announced plans to 
convert all council-run 
state schools into 
academies by 2020. 
KATHRYN CAIN asks 
how this will impact 
education locally... 

CONVERTING all state-run 
schools to academieswon’t 
fix the problems in Luton’s 
education system - accord¬ 
ing to the National Union of 
Teachers (NUT). 

On Wednesday Chancellor 
George Osborne made a raft 
of pledges as part of his 2016 
budget - including revealing 
plans to convert all council- 
run schools in England to 
acadamies by 2020, or have 
an order in place to do so by 
2022. 

The Chancellor also 
unveiled plans to offer 25 
per cent of schools extra 
funding to extend their 
hours beyond 3.30pm. 

The idea, perhaps unsur¬ 
prisingly, has already come 
under fire from teachers, 
both nationally and locally.

“Parents in Luton will be as 
outraged as teachers that 
the government can undo 
over 50 years of comprehen¬ 
sive public education at a 
stroke. 

“Only last week the chief 
inspector for schools, Sir 
Michael Wilshaw, pointed 
out to Government the seri¬ 
ous consequences for chil¬ 
dren’s education of schools 
being run by multi-academy 
trusts. But they chose to 
ignore this evidence. 


“The most urgent problems 
in Luton schools are to do 
with the chronic teacher 
shortage, real terms funding 
cuts, the school places crisis, 
chaotic implementation of 
the curriculum, and teacher 
workload going through the 
roof. The drive towards total 
academisation will do abso¬ 
lutely nothing to fix those 
problems and will just create 
a chaotic schools system 
which will benefit no one.”

of the NUT’s eastern region, 
added that the plans ‘won’t 
do any favours for educa¬ 
tion’. 

Currently 2,075 out of 
3,381 secondaries in 
England are already acade¬ 
mies, while just 2,440 out of 
16,766 primaries have con¬ 
verted. 

However not everyone is 
against the idea. Bedford 
Free School headteacher 
Mark Lehain said state 
schools converting to acad¬ 



emies would remove ‘the 
grey area’ over who is really 
in charge. 

He said: “On a personal 
level I think that over time 
converting all schools to 
academies will provide a 
better service for children. It 
isn’t a panacea or a magic 
bullet, it won’t solve all the 
challenges we face in educa¬ 
tion, but over time it will 
result in better outcomes for 
kids.” 

Mr Osborne said 


Wednesday’s Budget would 
‘put the next generation 
first’, with a ‘bold plan to 
make sure that every child 
gets the best start in life’. 

A spokesman for Luton 
Borough Council added it 
will continue to work with 
all Luton schools to ensure 
‘that the transition to pro¬ 
posed academy status does 
not deflect from our shared 
aim of providing the best 
possible education offer in 
our town’.

Take a look inside... 


Fiat’s trendy little 500 citycar may 
look little different but it’s been 
significantly improved. 

Outside, the only changes are a 
re-styled front grille and sleeker 
rear tail lights, but under the skin, 
the Italian brand claims that more 
than 1,800 modifications have 
been made. There are cleverer 
infotainment systems across the 
range, extra efficiency under 
the bonnet and more options in 
terms of personalisation. 

Fiat promise improvements to 
both ride and handling, though 
this will probably be of limited 
interest to the car’s urban-mind¬ 
ed audience. 

The petrol-only engine range 
is pretty familiar from before, 
which means that the entry level 
option is still a 1.2-litre naturally 
aspirated four cylinder petrol unit 
with 69PS. Cars fitted with this 
engine now receive bigger brakes 
to help safety and get the option 
of an ‘Eco’ package. Spend a little 
more and you can choose one 
of the two far more modern and 
efficient ‘TwinAir’ two cylinder 
turbocharged petrol powerplants. 

There’s a 95bhp 1.3-litre Mul¬ 
tijet engine option if you want it. 
Plus, as before, there are potent 
1.4-litre turbo petrol Abarth 
models on offer. 

Fiat would’ve been unwise to 


mess with the 500’s shape too 
much, so sensibly, they’ve kept 
exterior styling tweaks to the 
minimum with this improved 
model. 

Inside, the biggest change is the 
inclusion of ‘Uconnect’ infotain¬ 
ment systems on all models, 
although only the top ‘Lounge’ 
variant is fitted with a touch¬ 
screen as standard. 

Redesigned air vents flank the 
screen, leading to a much more 
integrated feel than you’d get in 
many more expensive cars. 

Drivers will also appreciate the 
smarter steering wheel with its 
chrome-plated switches. 

Plus, if they’re in a plush 
‘Lounge’ model, they’ve the 
benefit of an optional 7” TFT 
instrument cluster. The 185-litre 
boot remains as before. 

To be honest, Fiat hasn’t needed 
to do a whole lot to retain this 
500 model’s popularity. 

It still looks great, it’s always 
been fun to drive and providing 
the pricing doesn’t get too 
ambitious, the market remains 
there for it. 

As for this updated version, 
the interior improvements are 
welcome as is the extra technol¬ 
ogy. And there are plenty of extra 
options for Fiat dealers to talk 
about in the showroom.

While this was just the boost 
English rugby needed after 
their nightmare last autumn, 
it is a bit of a shame the finale 
to this year’s Six Nations was 
nowhere near as dramatic as 
what we saw in 2015. 

Last year, three teams 
chased the title on the final 
day and what we got was an 
avalanche of tries as Wales, 
Ireland and England went for 
all-out attack. 

At the end of an extraordi¬ 
nary Saturday, Ireland came 
out on top. Most rugby fans 
absolutely loved the free-run¬ 


ning spectacle they had wit¬ 
nessed, but there were some 
old curmudgeons that sniffed 
that it wasn’t ‘proper’ rugby. 

It does make you wonder 
what the idea behind watch¬ 
ing rugby is for them if it isn’t 
about watching teams play 
expansively in an effort to win 
in style. 

Mind you, these are the sort 
of people (i.e. joyless) who 
pooh-pooh T20 as ‘not proper 
cricket’ when it has done so 
much to freshen its sport up 
and bring in a new audience. 

Quite what gives them the 
authority to say what’s ‘prop¬ 
er’ and what isn’t is an argu¬ 
ment for another day, so rant 
over.

There were many TV viewers 
that would have looked for¬ 
ward to watching Wales v 
France on a Friday night last 
month, but in the end it was 
two hours of their lives they 
won’t get back.

Jones gets man as Rea signs 


FOOTBALL 


NATHAN Jones was delight¬ 
ed to finally get his man as 
Luton Town completed the 
signing of Brighton centre 
back Glen Rea on loan until 
the end of the season. 

Jones revealed he had pre¬ 
viously enquired about Rea, 
with only injuries preventing 
his former club from releas¬ 
ing the 21-year-old, but the 
Hatters boss has now been 
able to secure a player he 
knows well from his previ¬ 
ous role as Albion first-team 
coach. 

Rea played twice for 
Brighton in the Capital One 
Cup back in August, before 
going out on loan to 
Southend, where he made a 
further 16 appearances, and 
is a player Jones rates very 
highly. 

“Glen’s someone we’ve 
had on our radar for a while, 
we enquired about him a 
while ago,” he said. “I know 
him very well having worked 
with him for not far off two 
and half years. 

“He’s a player we like, a 
player who’s very versatile, 
can play in a number of 
positions and he fits into 
what we want, he’s young, 
he’s hungry, he’s fit, he’s 
mobile and he’s a player 
who I rate very highly. 

“It’s taken a while to get 
him because Brighton have 
a few injury worries, we had 
to be patient on that one but 
if they’re the right people 
we’ll be patient to get them. 


“Predominately he’s played 
a lot of his games at centre 
half and right back so he 
ticks a number of boxes for 
us, he’s the type of player 
we want, the ambition we 
want and we’re pleased to 
have finally got him.” 

Jones has gone with the 
central defensive combina¬ 
tion of Scott Cuthbert and 
Alan Sheehan since making 
the latter his first signing at 
Kenilworth Road, but said 
Rea will provide competition 
for the duo. 

Jones said: “Going into the 
last ten games, a crucial 
period and you never know 
what’s going to happen, but 


when we get the opportunity 
to sign good players we take 
that opportunity where we 
can, when budget allows. 

“The club have been fan¬ 
tastic, I haven’t asked them 
for a load of stuff but when 
I’ve asked them for certain 
stuff they’ve backed me all 
the way. 

“We wanted to get Glen in 
to provide that competition 
in areas that we feel we 
need competition so we’re 
delighted to have him going 
into the last ten games of 
the season.

A 1-0 Jack Marriott-inspired 
away win is becoming a thing 
of beauty for Luton. 

And there was no small 
sense of deja vu at a Home 
Park scoreline which served 
them well last term. 

On that occasion it was a 
controlled, classy perfor¬ 
mance, but this 2016 edition 
came courtesy of one moment 
of quality followed by a mag¬ 
nificent stubbornness. 

In fact, the Hatters inflicted 
on Plymouth what Crawley 
had dealt them last week - 
and my word it’s great when 
the boot is on the other foot. 

The only difference here 
was that Luton had the best 
chances to complement a 
resilient rearguard of the 


Leyton Orient vintage from a 
fortnight ago. That’s now five 
away wins out of the last six 
and the Nathan Jones-led cel¬ 
ebrations at the final whistle 
matched those in East 
London. 

That’s because, despite 
Argyle’s dominance of the 
ball, they only fashioned one 
clear-cut chance. Keeper 
Jonathan Mitchell nipped 
that in the bud with a smart 
save and was rewarded with a 
goal-kick. It was that kind of 
game. 

Indeed, the odds kept piling 
up against Luton as they were 
rocked by three ankle injuries 
to Craig Mackail-Smith, 
Paddy McCourt and Dan 
Potts. But under boss Jones, 
they are made of sturdier stuff 
these days and the Pilgrims 
could not find a way to pick 
them apart. 

It was a gloriously satisfying 
way to win a football match - 
as was Marriott’s decider. The 
striker’s 28th minute finish 


was cool, but Paddy McCourt’s 
genius reverse-pass through- 
ball was ice-cold and deadly. 

For a performance full of 
ruthlessness and desire, the 
only annoyance - though out 
of their control - was that the 
victory moved them no closer 
to the League Two play-offs in 
term of points, with six still 
the gap. 

While Plymouth gorged 
themselves on 62 per cent 
possession they did nothing 
with it in the opening 20 min¬ 
utes. The Hatters, in contrast, 
saw Paul Benson denied by 
goalie Luke McCormick at 
close quarters after Jonathan 
Smith and Marriott both had 
shots blocked. 

From the resulting corner 
Marriott should have done 
better than to pull a shot wide 
when the Argyle defence part¬ 
ed, but he wouldn’t pass up 
his next chance. 

McCourt skipped past two 
Plymouth midfielders but 
looked to have ran into green

wall before a sublime piece of 
vision and skill fed in Marriott 
who coolly notched his 13th 
of the season. 

The hosts were reduced to 
long range efforts with 
Mitchell comfortable, when 
the likes of Alan Sheehan 
wasn’t taking point blank 
thunderbolts to the chest to 
typify their warrior mode. 

And, it perhaps should have 
been more comfortable, as 
Rea - handed his Hatters 
debut in a holding midfield 


role as the only change from 
last week - should have made 
it 2-0 when McCormick fum¬ 
bled a cross and, though the 
Brighton loan man had to 
swivel, he aimed wide. That 
was the defender in him. 

Then, through counter 
attacks, Stephen O’Donnell 
screwed a shot wide with 
Cameron McGeehan free, 
while Marriott also broke free 
but went it alone with Benson 
screaming for the ball - even 
if the goalscorer did force 


McCormick into a save. 

It mattered little as, even 
despite six added minutes, 1-0 
to Luton is an away day score 
you can take to the bank.
